the commission form of .government,

; vision commission has reviewed the 
work done in other cities and has sage­ 
ly made a few pet alterations in it. In 
Galveston, for instance, the mayor was 
; the chairman of the commission; other 
! wise he had no special duties. None of 
! the members of the Galveston commis­ 
sion has specific control over any one 
department, although there has grown 
up the custom of allowing each mem­ 
ber to specialize in a certain depart­ 
ment, and before election it is general­ 
ly understood which departments the 1 
candidates expect to interest them­ 
selves in. 
.vi] matters are decided by 
majority vote. 
The members of the 
commission are paid nominal salaries 
ami are not expected to give all their 
time to tlie city and, in fact, simply 
devote an hour or two a day to it. 
Houston gave the mayor veto power 
over the vote of his four associates on 
the commission (he has never used itt 
and allowed the mayor to make cer­ 
tain appointments, paid the members 
good salaries and demanded that the 
commissioners devote all their time to 
the city. Each member of the Houston 
commission becomes the active super­ 
intendent of one of the five depart­ 
ments. 
This feature has been rather 
generally followed in other commission 
governed cities. 
An exact definition of the commis­ 
sion plan of government is thus seen 
to be impossible. 
The only feature 
wherein all these “commission” gov­ 
ernment coincide is the concentration 
oftoll the powers of the city, both legis­ 
lative and executive, In a single small 
board. 
Never in our political history ha« any 
phenoinfiioti of this nature been ex­ 
amined with such minuteness or by » o 
many investigators. 
Lx-i’residkmi Charles W. Eliot etf 
Harvard made a tour of the commis­ 
sion governed cities, or « “short ballot 
cities,” as he irrefers to call them, and 
returned te Boston so enthusiastic that 
he was able to \yin over the town to 
an acceptance,of some of the funda­ 
mental features of the plan. 
Another 
elaborate inquiry was mode by a com­ 
mittee of the state legislature of Illi­ 
nois, from which everybody expected 
a hostile report. The committee, how­ 
ever, reported strongly in favor of the 
plan, stating that everywhere they 
found that it had won the approval of 
the people who lived under it.
